trick of shrewd “ real estate specu­ 
lators” to b oom the value of certain 
lands they had ac(piired in that vi­ 
cinity. 
T'he veteran historian and jour­ 
nalist, Col. Wm. F. Switzler, in a 
late issue of the Missouri Dem ocrat, 
gives an interesting chapter of his­ 
tory, telling how Boonvillc was shut 
out as a com petitor and the ca[>itai 
was located b y the commissioners 
at Jefferson City. 
'This history effectually disposes 
of the ]dea for compassion that Jef­ 
ferson City has put forth, 
as 
it 
shows 
that other 
cities were d e ­ 
b arred from competing for the c a p­ 
ital, ami that, too, b y a trick. Col. 
Switzler says: 
“ iMissouri has had three capitals 
or seats of government, and iu this 
chronoloitical 
order: 
St. 
Louis, 
1820; St. (Diaries, 
1821 
to 
1826, 
and Jelferson City, 
1826 to 1895. 
W hether it is to have a fourth is an 
open (piestion which 
will b e 
a n ­ 
swered b y tlie ¡)eo])leat the N ovem ­ 
b er election in 1896. 
“ But our esteemed contemporary, 
the Sedalia Daily Capital, recently 
discovered a fourth capital,and says 
‘the first capital of Missouri was a 
h'rench 
town, 
(?ote-Sans-Dessein, 
situated 
[in Calloway county] on 
the Missouri river opposite to the 
mouth of the Osage river, seventy 
miles west of St. Charles. 
This is 
the statement in Morse’s G azetteer.’ 
“ We have no acaiuaintance with 
Morse’s G azetteer,b ut are (piite sure 
the capital o f . Pdissouri was never 
located either in law 
or fact at 
(JoteSans-Dessein. 
“ It is true nevertheless that dur- 
ing the incipient legislative steps in 
1820 to locate the capital, a citizen 
of that place who owneri large lan d ­ 
ed interests there advocated it as a 
very 
eligib le 
site for the seat of 
government and had much agency 
in so framing the constitutional pro 
vision on the sub ject as to b ar the 
town of Boonville from competing 
for the location. 
Jefferson City, b y 
that name, was then unknown, and 
Cote-Sans-Dessein, 
which 
was 
a 
prominent candidate tor the site, 
feared no rival except Boonville. 
“ To dispose of this rival— which 
was accomplished b y a trick of leg­ 
islation— a provision 
was enacted 
‘that no j)lace shall b e selected [b y 
the five commissionets] 
which 
is 
not situated on the b ank of the Mis­ 
souri river and 
witJ iifi forty in tie s 
o f the mouth of the riv e r Osay ^c V 
“ The friends of Cote-Sans-Des 
sein originated the 
provision 
in 
italic, and the first thing Boonville 
knew its great amb ition to b ecome 
the capital of the new state w'as 
b uried 
deeper than Plummet ever 
sounded, 
for 
Boonville 
was 
not 
within the territorial radius fixed in 
the constitution. 
“ But 
Cote-Sans-Dessein 
also 
failed in its aspirations to b ecome 
the capital, for the 
commissioners 
selected the site on which Jefferson 
City is located and called it b y that 
name in honor of T hom as Jefferson, 
who was then alive, b ut 
died July 
4, 1S26. 
“ The 
legislature confirmed the 
selection of the commissioners, and 
the general assemb ly ever since N o­ 
vemb er 
20, 
1826, has held its ses­ 
sions in Jefferson C ity.”

IS THE LAW POWERLESS? 
It seems that the law is about to 
be declared powerless in the case of 
J. C. Thompson, and that the man 
who stands charged with so

While the depositor looks to the

bag which he was left to hold, the 
cashier snaps his fingers at the law's

lishes himself in defiance of the de­ 
mand for his return. 
No wonder the law and the courts 
so frequently come into disrepute! 
No wonder the impression 
has

AGAINST REV. W. S. RAE, 


Pa« tor ü f the Presbyteriaii Church at 
Tiptoii—What the Accused 
Jlas to Hay. 


Religious circles of this city were 
som ewhat surprised by the very sen­ 
sational statements m ade by Rev. 
M arquis, of 
Sedalia, 
on 
Sunday 
last from the pulpit, affecting the 
ch aracter and past conduct of Rev. 
W. S. Rae, until lately pastor of the 
Presbyterian church of this city, 
says the Tipton Times. 
To enable our readers to 
fully 
com prehend the situation it may be 
well for us to go back and state 
briefly the circum stances which led 
up to this unpleasant affair. 
Nearly 
a year ago Rev. Rae came to this 
city to tem porarily supply the pul­ 
pit of that church. 
H e was sick 
when he arrived and lay for several 
weeks in a critical condition. 
On his 
recovery he was elected 
pastor for the term of one year— 
* 
not, 
however, 
without the bitter 
opposition of some of the leading 
m em bers of the church. He proved 
to be a very able preacher, scholar­ 
ly and eloquent, and drew big c on­ 
gregations. 
Everything went along 
apparently smoothly until sometime 
in M arch, when Mr. Rae made ref­ 
erence to the back salary due him 
in very pointed language and gave 
notice that what was due him must 
be paid by the following Tuesday 
at lo o’clock. 
This 
was followed 
by the officers of the church calling 
on him and paying his salary up to 
April I and notifying him that the 
church desired to dispense with his 
services as pastor. T he interview, all 
sides agree, was quite brief, as the 
m inister announced th at 
he would 
stand by the contract and insist on 
his salary for the full term of one 
year, to August i. 
This being re ­ 
fused, he employed W. 
D. 
Steele, 
an em inent lawyer 
of 
Sedalia, to 
bring suit for 
$200 
for the re m a in­ 
der of the year. 
Since 
then m a t­ 
ters have been 
in 
statu 
quo, and 
Judge H enry's interpretation of that 
phrase 
( ' ‘in 
a 
------- of fix ’') was 
probably never more applicable. 
It 
should be stated here that the m em ­ 
bership of the Presbyterian church 
em braces some of the best families 
of this com m unity, 
and 
on 
more 
than one occasion it has 
been the 
subject of favorable com m ent that 
they preserve a discreet silenre on 
any unpleasant matters affecting tlie 
church. 
Naturally, then, 
it 
occabici.ed 
some surprise when Rev. Maiquis, 
who is presiding officer of this pres- 
bytery,befoie beginn'ng his sermon, 
announced that he was about to 
m ake some disclosures that he re ­ 
gretted to make, as they affected the 
c h aracter of a b rother minister, and 
th at he did it to justify the action 
of the officers of the church in re ­ 
gard to Mr. 
Rea. 
H e then pr o­ 
ceeded to say that he was informed 
from reliable sources that Mr. Rea, 
wherever he has gone, has proven 
Jtiimself a chronic disturber of the 
peace; that he was guilty of ob tain­ 
ing money under false pretenses; 
that he was dismissed 
from 
the 
Congregational church for d runken­ 
ness; that he had been charged with 
'heft; that he had been connected 
th the M. E. church and Congre- 
^^^ nal, as well as the Presbyterian 
v.iiurcn7'^-and had never 
remained 
longer than eight or ten months in 
any one place; that he had been 
^ l^ now n on m ore than one occasion 
to leave his family witl out provision 
for their m aintenance and absent 
himself for long periods, his w here­ 
abouts being unknow’n.

against him, nor did he hear of them

him M onday m orning for a state­ 
ment concerning the charges. When 
first inform ed 
of 
the 
offenses for 
which he had been arraigned the 
reverend gentlem an laughed audibly 
and pronounced them “ nonsense.” 
But as the full force and im port of 
his accuser’s 
language grew upon 
him, his Irish blood began to assert 
itself, and to use his own language, 
it is perhaps providential the Rever­ 
end M arquis was not in town. H ow ­ 
ever, he made this 
statem ent 
for 
publication: 
“ The statements 
m ade 
by 
Mr. 
Marquis on Sabbath day are m isrep­ 
resentations and ex aggerations, and 
therefore false. 
I 
never was dis­ 
missed from any church with which 
I was identified. I never was drunk. 
I have always been most 
abstem i­ 
ous. 
1 had a sunstroke in 18 S0 and 
an enemy said I was drunk. I have 
been for several years a m em ber in 
good standing of the Presbytery of 
Fort 
Dodge, and 
if 
I am such a 
wicked man why do not these men, 
Mr. Marquis & 
Co., 
prefer 
their 
ciiarges to 
the presbytery— th a t’s 
the place for them to do it. 
I came 
here endorsed by Rev. Dr. Walker, 
the synodical missionary, who saw 
and understood my credentials as 
being all right. 
I can, if needed, 
produce a hundred men to testify to 
my moral character. 
I have met 
with men who are dishonest and un­ 
truthful, who have taken advantage 
of an unsuspecting nature. 
I can 
produce the docum ents which will 
certify to my standing, 
character 
and conduct from 
18 64 up to the 
present time. 
“ It may be very unfortunate that 
I possess a spirit of fearless ind e ­ 
pendence. 
I do my own thinking. 
I form my own judgm ent of men 
and things, and I have always acted 
from principle. 
I have never in all 
my public life done an act which I 
cannot look straight in the face and 
meet in any court. 
I have m tt with 
many bad men, dishonest, untruth ­ 
ful men, holding office in religious 
societies called c h urc h es— men of 
the same character as the first trea s­ 
urer of the first church, whose name 
was Judas Iscariot. 
Christ said he 
was a thief. 
Whe^^ he com m itted 
suicitie such men did not all die. It 
has been my lot, unsought for by 
me, through the declaration of the 
truth to unearth such fellows. They 
have always been my enemies and I 
giory in it. 
' ‘W hen I came 
to the U nited 
States,over twenty years ago, I did 
preach in tne M. E. church for a 
short time. 
I had the honor of b e ­ 
ing well known to the now sainted 
Simpson and H arris,b ish ops eminei.t 
for holiness. 
In that church I met 
holy men and women; I met noble 
Christian character. 
Their 
itiner­ 
ancy did not meet my tastes; this, 
and this alone, led me net to cast 
in my lot 
effectually with them. 
My papers from the hands of the 
M. E. church 
authorities are as 
clean as Alpine 
snow. 
I 
found 
them truly Christian 
people 
and 
have many friends among them. 
I 
despise sectarian bigotry, and with­ 
out any sacrifice of princijile can 
preach Christ crucified anywhere. 
In every sphere where I have labored 
men of all beliefs and opinions have 
attended my ministry simply b e ­ 
cause I have kept to the crucified 
Christ. 
“ The trustees, elders and deacons 
of the Presbyterian society at 
T ip­ 
ton 
made a 
contract with me for 
one year, to ex pire August i, 18 9 5, 
at $50 per month. 
“ I was boarding in the Citj^A-jtel 
and paying 
$20 a month, more dian 
any other boarder, as I understand 
it. 
In the month of February Rev. 
Dr. W alker was here and he told me 
that the officers of the church spoke 
highly of 
rae, and that one of the 
elders said that they must

salary to the end of the year. 
“ I concluded from this that there 
must have been some 
conversation 
as to the difficulty

money, and here I will say

they had properly informed me that 
they could not raise the money and 
acted in an honorable way about it 
I would have relieved them at once.

that I could meet my engagements 
— has caused all this dirt throwing 
and slander and defam ation. 
It is 
not at all difficult to get bad men 
who v e a r the 
cloak of religion to

meanness,

slan.lerous letters against a m an who 
has at some time run. agvinst them. 
The same kind of 
en have done 
the same thing in all ages of Chris­ 
tian history. 
“ Now, I say to all 
the m em bers 
of the P « ^ y i i y i a n 
society that I 
challenge'them to produce evidence 


before the bar of 
the Fort Dodge 
Presbytery that will convict me of 
any of the crimes 
of 
whicli 
Mr. 
Marquis has publicly charged me. I 
state to the public of 
T ipton 
that 
such evidence cannot be produced. 
T o write private’ slanderous letters 
is one thing, and to prove them a n­ 
other. 
“ As the citizens of T ipton have 
seen me now nearly a 
year, as the 
landlord of the City hotel ami those 
in that house saw me in my private 
life, so I have lived 
all 
my [)iiblic 
life— devoted 
to 
my 
books 
and 
studies. 
“ I now hold in my hand a 
letter 
received last week fiom the clerk of 
the Presbytery, testifying to my b e ­ 
ing a m em ber in good standing. 
“ It is not much like the spirit of 
Christ for a set of men to begin to 
traduce a 
m an’s 
character, 
and 
Dlackcn his name because he asked 
to be paid money which 
was law­ 
fully his. 
I will take my own time 
and way of calling Mr. 
Marquis to 
an account for 
his 
public 
state­ 
ments. 
Permit 
me 
again to say 
that if these statements 
made by 
Mr. 
Marquis were true, those wdio 
have made them 
would have pre­ 
ferred them long ago to the Presby­ 
tery. ”

The Railroad Gazette says that 
the total output of the contracting 
car shops for five months this year 
exceeds that of the entire year of 
1894 by over 5,000 cars. 
The passenger car output makes 
a very different 
comparison, 
500 
cars having been built in 1894. 
In 
1893 the car companies built 51, doo 
cars. 
In 1892 the output was more 
satisfactory, 
footing 
up 
93,000 
f**eight cars, and that figure is prob­ 
ably 
more nearly the normal aver­ 
age of cars likely to be added year­ 
ly to the freight equipment of rail­

the country a great many real es­ 
tate and investment companies that 
have been prohibited from 
using 
the mails because of alleged specu­ 
lative and chance schemes. 
There 
was a disposition on the part of the 
department undoubtedly to decide 
this Missouri case in favor of the 
investment company, as there are 
many extenuating circumstances,but 
it would have made a 
dangerous 
precedent, hastily dec'ded, and the 
further 
consideration 
now 
being 
given It is the cause of the delay in 
rendering a final opinion.’^ 
The officers of the company have 
been anxious for a searching inves­ 
tigation of their plan of doing busi­ 
ness and attempted to have it passed 
upon by the United States court in 
a mandamus proceeding, but the 
court held that it could not inquire 
into the merits of the case or go 
back of the order of the postmaster 
general. 
Then they furnished all informa­ 
tion desired to the United States dis­ 
trict attorney in order that indict­ 
ments could be found against them 
and insisted that they be brought to 
trial.

burned, after

frightful torture. 
The crime for which the negroes 
were so horribly put to death was 
one of the most terrible in the his­ 
tory of this section of Florida. The 
scene of the crime and retribution

county to IVIadison on the south. 
Miss Mamie Armstrong, the beau­

The flower which has the worst 
reputation in this respect is the vio­ 
let, but there is no evidence that it 
is really more harmful to the voice 
than other sweet-smelling flowers, 
such

Foust on the 
8th of July, but who, later made a 
confession in which she said she had 
done the deed, was hypnotized yes­ 
terday by Dr. J. B. Callen, the not­ 
ed hypnotist, who wished to have a 
trial on the case. 
H e represented 
that he was attending her, she be ­ 
ing at present at the hospital on her 
death bed from consumption. 
H e got her under control, and in 
the presence of Judge Ellison and

stenographer, w’ho took 
down her words, she lived again the

murder, 
seeing what 
she had 
seen on that 
night.

acted it out as though no one was 
in the room, even starting back and 
covering her face when she heard 
the imaginary revolver 
report.

Incidentally, 
she told the

She said Hires killed the man, and 
gave a description as it was acted 
over for the second time.

After being twice heard in 
the United States 
supreme court, 


it w’as finally decided yesterday by 


the court to be invalid and uncon­ 


stitutional. 
T h w e w'ere four dis­ 


senting opinions delivered in these 


cases today. 
One eacn by Justices 
Harlan, 
Brown, 
Jackson 
and 


White, 
showing 
that 
the 
court 


had 
stood 
5 
to 
4 
against 
the 


law. 
Inasmuch as one 
of the dis­ 


senting opinions was handed down 


by Justice Jackson, 
and as he was 
absent at the 
first 
hearing, 
when 
the court 
d'vided 
evenly 
on the 
question of sustaining the law on 
all points except those as to the tax 
on income from rents and bonds, it 
follows that one of the members of 
the court who at first pronounced 
for the law, except 
on 
those two 
points, changed 
his 
attitude after 
the 
second 
argument. 
There is 
very 
little 
question 
that 
Justice 
Shiras is the 
justice who changed 
his views on these points. H e made 
no announcement either yesterday 
or when the first opinion was d e ­ 
livered as to his opinion. 
While the opinion 
of the chief 
justice 
was 
largely 
a 
review 
of 
the 
general 
aspects 
of 
the questions involved, he based the 
opinion of the court yesterday upon 
the argument that the provisions of 
the 
law 
regarding 
the 
tax 
on 
rents and bonds were so essential 
a factor of it as to render all other 
parts ot it dependent of them; and, 
in accordance with the rule of law 
bearing on this question, the law as 
a whole must be declared invalid. 
Tlie opinions 
of Justice Harlan 
and White were 
couched 
in 
lan­ 
guage so vigorous, and were so em ­ 
phatic in their arraignment 
ot the 
majority as to cause very 
general 
comment. 
Both justices indicated 
their belief that the 
ruling opinion 
was revolutionary, 
and 
intimated 
that 
serious 
consequences 
might 
ensue. 
Justice 
Harlan 
suggested 
the necessity for amending tne c o n ­ 
stitution in view of the opinion. 
T h e court room was packed dur­ 
ing the entire three hours when the 
opinions were being delivered. 
T h e unexpected event of the day 
was in the appearance of Justice 
Jackson. 
H e had announced after 
casting his vote last Saturday week 
that he would return on the follow­ 
ing M o n day to Tennessee, but it 
appears that instead he 
went to 
Philadelphia to consult a specialist 
on internal diseases. 
H e left the 
bench im m ediately after delivering 
his 
opinion yesterday, 
and 
it is 
understood will now proceed south.

W e adhere to the opinion al­ 
ready announced that the taxes on 
real estate, being indisputably 
d i­ 
rect taxes, taxes on rents or income 
of real estate 
are 
equally 
direct 
taxes. 
2. 
W e are of the opinion 
that 
taxes on personal 
property 
or on 
the incom e of personal property are 
likewise direct taxes. 
3. 
T h a t the tax imposed by se c ­ 
tions 27 to 37, inclusive, of the act 
of 1894, so far as it falls on the in­ 
com e of real estate and on personal 
property, being direct 
tax within 
the meaning of the constitution, is 
therefore unconstitutional and void, 
beca-.ise it is not 
apportioned 
a c ­ 
cording to 
representation, and all 
sections, those constituting one en ­ 


tire scheme of taxation, are neces­ 
sarily invalid. 
T h e decrees hereinbefore entered 
in this court will be vacated. 
T h e 
decrees below will be reversed and 
the cause remanded with 
instruc­ 
tions to grant the relief prayed. 
(Sections 27 to 37 of the tariff act 
of 1894, referred to in the conclu­ 
sions of the court’s opinion, 
c o m ­ 
prises all the sections of the act re­ 
lating to the income tax, so th^t the i 
entire income tax law is declaredq 
void specifically.)

DUTCH C E N T S tTSED, 


A N ew Form of Crime Developed b f 
the Slot Machines. 
XVhen the original nick el-in-the- 
slot weighing machine was intro- 
duced the effort to get the b e tter of 
it furnished a rich field for Y ank ee 
ingenuity. 
» All k inds of buttons 
were experimented with, and one 
man, who thought long and hard on 
the subject of “ winning his weigh,” 
devised the scheme of pasting a cent 
to a disc of cardboard of the size of 
a nick el. 
The inventors got the m a­ 
chinery down to so fine a point a t 
last tha t the size, weight and shape 
of the bogus coin all had to corre- x 
spond exactly to those of a bona-’ 
fide nick el. A fter tha t the only sub­ 
stitute tha t would work was a five- 
dollar gold piece, and tha t was tried 
by only one man, a Teuton. 
Ho was 
the same man who got the b e tte r of 
a conductor by buying an excursion 
tick et to Chicago and returning on 
a different road, tearing up the r e ­ 
turn coupon. 
Until recently all a ttem pts to beat 
the newer penny-in-the-slot machine 
have been fruitless, lik ewise. 
The 
inventors k (3f)t just a little ahead of 
the experim enters in point of in- 
geniiity. 
The only feasible plan to 
beat the machine lav in finding a 
coin equivalent to the American cent 
in every respect save value. Within 
a month the problem 
had 
been 
solved. 
Tho concerns tha t auto­ 
matically vend chewing gum, cigar­ 
ettes, ch« ocolate tablets, and so forth, 
have recently found in the returns 
large num bers of Dutch cents. They 
are of the exact circumference and 
thick ness of American cents, and al­ 
most imperceptibly lighter. 
Their 
nominal value is about two-iifths of . 
a cent, but they can be bought in 
Dutch Guiana, owing to the relative 
rates of exchange, at the rate of four 
hundred for an American silver dol­ 
lar. N um bers of them have been im­ 
ported n?cenlly by the South A m er­ 
ican steam ers and from Holland it­ 
self as well. 
Some of the importers 
sell them to newsboys and others 
three for a cent, and the urchins who 
disport themselves in the City Hall 
park are enabled to supply them ­ 
selves with a cigarete,a stick of chew­ 
ing gum and a piece of chocolate for 
what each one of those desirable 
articles used to cost them, thus illus­ 
tra ting the indomitable march of 
progress. 
The Holland cent is a trifle dark er 
in color than the 
American. 
It 
bears a lion ram pant on one side, 
and the words “ onecent,” inclosed in 
a laurel wreath, on the other.”—N- 
Y. Sun.
